A competition among our own manufacturers has 
no doubt necessitated continuous improvements in the 
direction of superiority and the adaptation of means 
to ends to produce the desired results and this to- 
gether with a naturally keen appreciation of 
the merit of attractiveness and an undisputed ingenuity 
of the American workman has provided mechanicai 
means that put us in position to make and finish our 
wares perfectly at the minimum of cost, hence we are 
prepared to enter the markets of the world with goods 
whose style and finish not only attracts but amazes 
and in this respect we are steadily advancing and we 
are also steadily gaining in superiority of designs art- 
istically and otherwise in hardware and in other manu- 
factures. Our shoes, for example, are among the won- 
ders of the age in European markets where nothing 
even approaching them in style, finish and excellence 
of workmanship and price has ever been known and as 
a result American shoe stores are operated with great 
profit all over Europe even in Paris, Berlin and Lon- 
don. It is the finish, the beauty, that does this. 
Among American people the advantages of superior 
finish and superior design as commercial factors are 
no longer questioned and their qualities are now fina- 
ing very substantial recognition to a greater or less 
extent all over the world. Real merit is commendably 
good always, but real merit combined with general 
attractiveness begat by superior style and finish is 
practically irresistible. We find much to substantiate 
this statement in the reports of commercial agents 
representing various governments whose duties are to 
keep close watch of trade conditions in all parts of 
the world and to report and comment thereon. For 
example, a very recent report of this nature to the 
British government on trade conditions in Australia 
shows that manufactures from the United States are 
popular and making gains and in many cases even 
over those from the United Kingdom. In shafting, 
it shows that the American makers have during the 
past few years secured a large part of this market. 
The Americans sent bright steel turned and packed in 
boxes, and it was stated by the representatives of an 
English firm that their trade in bright shafting, which 
was formerly a good one, had gone to the United 
States. In tools, American competition has been very 
successful, and the gains of United States manufac- 
turers are generally attributed to the disinclination of 
British manufacturers to adapt their goods to the Aus- 
tralian market: Of some American tools it is also said 
that their success is due not so much to the prices as 
to attractive appearance and “get up.” In agricultura! 
implements and machinery, including mowing ma- 
chines, reapers, binders, plows, etc., a very large pro- 
portion of the importations are from the United 
States. In electrical supplies, the trade is stated to be 
chiefly in the hands of American and continental man- 
ufacturers, and in miscellaneous hardware, such as 
bone mills, clothes wringers, enamel ware, forges. 
horseshoes and nails, hollow ware, pumps, weighing 
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machines, iencing wire, and wire nails, the trade is 


very largely. 








For THE certain signs of a rapid renewal -of the 
business confidence that is essential to complete na- 
tional prosperity the country has good 

Reawakene d cause to be thankful. With unparalleled 
Confidence. facility and celerity the great business 
public seems to have learned the les- 

son—or rather the economic truth—that without the 
spirit of confidence there is something lacking in the 
body politic, and that something a positive prerequisite 
to the national welfare. The occurrences in the world 
of finance during the last two months will not have 
been without a beneficial effect of very wide and [ast- 
ing influence if, as seems probable, they have convinced 
our people that the resources of the United States are 
such as to make ridiculous the wails of the pessimist 
and the croakings of financial frogs. The American 
citizen who fails to have a proper regard for the tre- 
mendous natural wealth of his country, especially in 
the presence of a financial flurry such as has been re- 
cently experienced, fails in a very important duty of 
citizenship. To know that the country is amply able 
to withstand the stress and storm that may assail its 
financial interests from time to time, and yet to speak 
of the prospects in poor-mouthed fashion, is clearly not 
the business of a patriot. -We need not be blind to 
either major or minor abuses of power and prestige in 
the financial world in order to demonstrate our patri- 
otic confidence in our country’s resources. There are 
proper agencies for the remedy of such abuses when 
they are proved to exist, as has been fully demon- 
strated of late, and the policy of the patriotic business 
man should be to observe and dwell upon the favorable 
signs of the times with far greater pleasure than he 
derives from the contemplation of possible defects in 
our financial system. Now that public confidence in 
our financial status is being restored by leaps and 
bounds, it may well be asked what on earth have we— 
some of us—been worrying about? What possible or 
impossible excuse has the pessimist had for locking up 
and hoarding his money and thus bringing about an 
artificial stringency not at all justified by the extent of 
our reseources and the general condition of our peo- 
ple? Let us recall for a moment the conditions in the 
United States when the recent flurry rippled and ed- 
died from the speculative circles of Wall Street to the 
financial centers of the country. The material wealth 
and general prosperity of the country as a whole were 
never so great or so securely founded. The farms of 
Uncle Sam were never in such a marvelous state of 
productivity and the lot of the American farmer was 
ideal. Mortgages on farms were being wiped out at a 
truly remarkable rate and in many sections had prac- 
tically disappeared. The farmer was—and is—enjoy- 
ing comforts and luxuries that made his lot an en- 
viable one, and at the very period when the flurry be- 
gan the prices of all farm products had reached record 
figures. There was no cause here for gloom ‘or dire 
foreboding. Including the products of the farm and 
the forest, the mines and the fisheries, the United 
States has obtained from Dame Nature during the past 
twelvemonth the unprecedented amount of ten billions 
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of dollars’ worth of her bounties—a total that staggers 
the understanding—and for all of these tremendous 
products a market is readily found. Here is surely 
cause for congratulation and rejoicing, and not for 
gloom. Our immense mileage of productive railroads 
was all in operation and scarce able to handle the traf- 
fic regularly offered, while additional trackage, motive 
power and rolling stock of all kinds have been freely 
added in 1907. Was there any foundation for pessim- 
ism in this state of things? Our mills and factories 
were uniformly busy and a large proportion of them 
were overcrowded with orders when the flurry came. 
Was this a cause for gloom? We had more money in 
the country than ever before, vastly greater savings 
deposits, and a currency every dollar of which was as 
good as gold. Our banks were proven sound and with 
trifling exceptions are all doing business as of yore. 
Whey, then, should the public confidence have fal- 
tered? Why was the financial fabric disturbed? Why 
did the people seek to lock up their money? Was it not 
all a huge mistake? 

It is natural perhaps that great and widespread pros- 
perity, such as the United States has enjoyed for sev- 
eral years, should lead to speculation of a more or less 
intense character. The existence of such speculation 
in Wall Street securities has been clearly demonstrated 
by the developments of recent weeks. Abnormal con- 
ditions therefore arose in the Eastern metropolis which 
drew the public attention to the reckless character of 
certain stock jobbing operations. One or two banks 
which had been used by the reckless operators were 
discovered to be under their control, and before these 
market manipulators were driven from control the 
flurry was on, The public was scareu without cause. 
The main results of the flurry are now regarded by 
many scientific observers of the situation as likely to 
prove of beneficent character. Recklessness in cer- 
tain directions has probably been effectually checked. 
A period of rest has been afforded for the checking up 
of enterprises based on our unheard of prosperity and 
all the influences at work at present are of a steadving 
character. The nation is enabled to take a breath be- 
fore going forward with a song of good cheer on its 
lips and “Confidence” inscribed on its banners into a 
period, it is confidently believed, of even greater and 
more solid prosperity than that which was temporarily 
interrupted by the flurry. Confidence will return at 
once because the people have acquired a better under- 
standing of their own position and resources. The 
temporary check to business may prove a Godsend by 
checking the wildness of stock-gambling and putting 
things on a more substantial basis, as well as by call- 
ing attention to the possibility of amending our mon- 
etary system in the direction of greater flexibility and 
adaptability to national emergencies. . It will undoubt- 
edly accomplish good by convincing the public of the 
folly of permitting Wall Street excitements and the 
reckless thimblerigging of stock gamblers to lessen 
their confidence in the. wonderful resources of the 
United States and our ability to weather all financial 
flurries without damage. Already we see the resump- 
tion of railroad and other activities in the way of con- 
struction. Mr. Harriman’s action in starting 6,000 
men:at work in the very midst of the flurry was sig- 
nificant as showing that his confidence in the future is 
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unaffected by recent events, and there are many em- 
ployers of labor who fully share the spirit of the rail- 
road magnate and are ready to proceed actively, vigor- 
ously and confidently with the industrial and building 
plans interrupted a few weeks ago. Public confidence 
alone is needed in their support and of the immediate 
renewal of that confidence there is no longer any doubt. 

That the money hoarded in the past two months 
will be speedily returned to the channels of business 
admits of no doubt, and he who helps in that good 
work demonstrates his patriotic confidence.

The main building, which will be 
in brick and cement, will be 60x214 ft., and will be 
equipped with such machinery and appliances in all 
its departments as will offer the best of modern facili- 
ties for stove making. The company, which until 
about a year ago was known as the Scott National 
Radiator Co., was located at Marion, Ind. 


A beautiful 1908 calendar in hanger form has been 
issued by the Culter & Proctor Stove Co. of Peoria. 
Ill., in which there is included a splendidly executed 
color portrait of “Narcissus,” a copy of the original 
portrait by Angelo Asti, a celebrated Italian painter. 
a historical sketch of whom accompanies the picture 
contained in the hanger. The calendar section is one 
of large ‘distinct figures with the serial annual day 
numbers shown for each day. The date figures are 
large and distinct in black upon light colored sheets. 
It is an excellent calendar. 

Articles of incorporation have been filed providing 
for the establishment of the American Stove & Foun- 
dry Company, of St. Joseph, Mo. The company is 
to be capitalized at $25,000, represented by 250 shares, 
the holders of which are said to be Joseph L. Free- 
land, 248 shares, W. E. Thompson, 1 share, and D. C. 
Reeves, 1 share. The duration of the company, as 
provided for in the articles of incorporation, is. to be 
fifty years, and its purposes, as stated, are the buying 
and selling of stoves, grates, ranges, gas and electric 
fixtures and the operation of a general foundry. 

A destructive fire which occurred December 14 in- 
volved a number of business establishments on South 
Canal street in Chicago. The total loss is estimated 
at $100,000. The salesroom and local warehouse of 
the Peninsular Stove Company at 259-267 Canal 
street and the premises of the Michigan Stove Com- 
pany’s Chicago establishment at 262 South Clinton 
street, which is just across a narrow alley from th: 
backs of the Canal street buildings. Both suffered 
some considerable loss by fire and by water. The 
business of the two stove concerns will not be seri- 
ously interrupted, however. 

Dixon’s Powdered Stove Polish, which is a product 
oi the Joseph Dixon Crucible Company of Jersey City, 
N J., has a very interesting history, it having been 
manufactured since 1827, when Joseph Dixon, the 
founder of the company, began the manufacture of 
stove polish. The polish was then put up in form 
of bars or cakes and was known as Carburet of Iron. 
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The same polish is still a product of the company but 
it is now marketed in powder form and packed in 
boxes with sifter tops, a very convenient form by 
which the material may be mixed as used by sifting 
the powder upon a damp cloth. 


The compliments of the season and a Christmas 
greeting are conveyed to Mr. Daniel Stern, proprietor 
of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, through the medium of 
a tasteful post card by Mr. S. G. Gilfillan of the Belle 
font Iron Works of Ironton, Ohio.

A very good letter is being sent out to patrons by 
the Sayre Stamping Company of Sayre, Pa., manufac- 
turers of sheet steel dampers and general stamping, 
which relates to the merits and superiority of the steel 
stamped dampers as opposed to that of cast iron flat 
dampers. It adwises the company’s trade that while 
it does not even recommend the cast dampers of its 
own make it is prepared to guarantee the efficiency 
and. general desirability of the sheet steel variety 
which it produces and also advises the early filling in 
of supplies by retailers to the end that they may not 
be caught in a position where it would be difficult to 
get goods promptly in a rush season. 


A Canadian authority advises us that the demand 
for high class stoves is constantly increasing in Can- 
ada and that the present demand is running more 
largely to lines that carry much less nickel ornamen- 
tation than has been the custom in recent years. It 
is also stated that as a rule Canadian buyers are be- 
coming more discriminating as to the real merits of 
the stoves they are buying as relates to efficiency and 
durability. We are also advised that Canadian stove 
dealers find an increasing inquiry for the very best 
stoves that are made hence it is found that not only 
Canadian stove manufacturers but other stove manu- 
facturers who find a market in Canadian territory are 
giving particular attention to quality in stove making 
rather than ornamentation. 


A very tasteful folder, done in red and black upon 
heavy white glazed paper, relates to the Royal Zenith 
Six Hole Range, that is one of the productions of the 
Zenith Foundry Company of ‘Phelps, N. Y. The 
range is put up on good liberal lines with a very large 
oven, and is liberally proportioned in other features 
of its make-up. The Royal Zenith runs to good, clean, 
consistent smooth swelled sections that are decorated 
only in their bordering and this theme is followed out 
in the doors, the reservoir end panel, the base and legs 
and in other features. The decorative elements are 
all in the Rococo school of design, and the entire dec- 
orative theme is of that general order. The range runs 
in eight and nine-inch holes with 18x18 and 20x20 
inch ovens. , The Zenith Foundry Company, which, as 
we have heretofore stated, was completely burnt out 
quite recently, was fortunate enough to save all of 
its patterns and, through an ‘arrangement made with 
a large neighboring foundry plant, is. able to go on 
with its work in manufacturing stoves in a fairly sat- 
isfactory manner. A new and modern stove plant is 
already in process of erection on the site of the old 
works. 
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STOVE PRICES TO BE MAINTAINED. 


\t a meeting of stove manufacturers held in Chi- 
cago on December 10 it was decided to maintain the 
price of stoves as at present existing for the coming 
year. The question which brought about this decision 
involved many details of costs and prices in which 
it was quite generally conceded that there had been no 
reduction in the cost of production that would justify 
a reduction in prices and that while pig iron rules 
lower in the market than at the time when stove prices 
were recently advanced it was shown that iron melted 
for stove making last year was bought at lower prices 
than those now quoted. Since the last advance in 
stove prices in February, 1907, an advance of five per 
cent had been made in molders’ wages and other ad- 
vances in sheet steel, stove bolts, wire and other items 
used in stove manufacture. In view of these condi- 
tions action as above indicated was formally taken at 
the meeting and stove prices will remain unchanged. 

Recent meetings of stove manufacturers’ associa- 
tions, namely, the New Central at Columbus, Ohio, 
that at New York which included stove manufactur- 
ers from various sections of the country, and that 
embracing the state of Pennsylvania, and the quite 
recent meeting in Chicago all have had before them 
the consideration of stove prices for the coming year 
and in each instance the stove men have “stood pat” on 
prices ruling at the present time, therefore it may 
be understood that present prices of stoves will gov- 
ern for the vear 1908. 

The Central Association of Stove Manufacturers 
was formally organized at Columbus, Ohio, on Tues- 
day, December 17. About thirty stove manufacturing 
concerns were represented in the meeting. The terri- 
tory covered by the association includes. Ohio, West 
Virginia, western Pennsylvania, and Indiana north 
of Vincennes. As this was the first regular meeting 
of the organization it was intended chiefly for the pur- 
poses of organizing and election of officers. The meet- 
ing was a very enthusiastic one. The officers elected 
were as follows: M. Hertenstein, president, Colum- 
bus, Ohio; Frank V. Knauss, vice-president, Ports- 
mouth, Ohio; Allen W. Williams, secretary, Colum-

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Heating and Ventilating 


HEATING AND VENTILATING. 











BY R. 8S. THUMPSON. 

Of systems of heating there is no end, but all sys- 
tems may be divided into two general classes, “direct 
heating” and “indirect heating.” “Direct heating” 
includes all methods in which the air in the room is 
heated by contact with heated substances. It includes 
grates, stoves, and what is unscientifically called 
“direct radiation” from hot water and steam pipes and 
radiators. “Indirect heating” includes all methods in 
which, instead of heating the air already in the room, 
this air is displaced by forcing in other air that has 
previously been heated. It includes hot air furnaces 
and what is tinscientifically called “indirect radiation” 
from steam and hot water coils, and what is known 
as the fan or blower system. In determining the sys- 
tem of ventilation to be adopted the system of heating 
must be considered, for-a system of ventilation that 
would be scientific and successful with one system of 
heating would be unscientific and unsuccessful with 
the other. The only practical method of separating 
pure air and foul, so that the foul can be removed 
and replaced by pure, is by taking advantage of the 
difference in specific gravity produced by heat. There 
is no noticeable difference in the weight of pure air 
and foul air, if at the same temperature, but there is a 
wide difference in the weight of warm air and cold 
air. Roughly speaking fifteen cubic feet of air at 40 
weighs as much as sixteen cubic feet at 70, as seven- 
teen cubic feet at 100, as eighteen cubic feet at 130. 
Therefore, no matter what the system of heating, the 
warm air will be in the upper part of the room, and 
the cooler air in the lower part, unless this natural 
tendency is interfered with by the influence of air cur- 
rents stronger than would. normally be found in an 
occupied room. Therefore, if the foul air is warmer 
than the pure, it will be found in the upper portion 
of the room, and the pure air in the lower portion. 
If the pure air is warmer than the foul it will be found 
in the upper portion of the room and the foul air in 
the lower portion. The outlets for foul air must, of 
course, be in that portion of the room where the foul 
air is, and to ascertain where these outlets should be 
we must first determine whether the foul air is 
warmer or colder than the pure air, and this depends 
on the system of heating. Where direct heating is 
used the pure air which is admitted from outside, 
being colder than the air in the room, settles to the 
floor. As it becomes warmed it rises, its place being 
taken by other cold air entering. As it becomes 
warmer it also becomes foul from use. The longer 
the air is in the room the warmer it becomes and the 
fouler it becomes, so that in a room so heated the foul 
air being also the warmest is found at the top of the 
room. The air that has been in the room the least 
time is of course the purest, and also the coolest, and 
is therefore found in the lower portion of the room. 
Therefore, to scientifically ventilate a room in which 
direct heating is used, there should be inlets for the 
pure cold air at or near the floor and outlets for the 
foul air at or near the ceiling. But in a room with a 
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large number of occupants, where frequent complete 
changes of air were necessary, such a system while 
perfect theoretically would be impossible practically, 
for such a room would be uninhabitable. 


In a residence with few occupants the natural leak- 
age through walls and around windows, often pro- 
vides nearly sufficient ventilation, and if bedroom 
windows at night are left a little open at the top, the 
air in the house may be kept in a very fair degree of 
purity, without difficulty from cold drafts. But in a 
room with a large number of occupants, such as a 
school house, a church, or a public hall, where fre- 
quent complete changes of air are necessary, the diffi- 
culty of securing these changes of air without creat- 
ing cold drafts (where the direct system of heating 
is employed) is so great that it amounts practically to 
an impossibility. - No good authority now considers 
any direct system of heating suitable for such build- 
ings. With the indirect system of heating, the condi- 
tions are exactly the reverse of those which obtain 
with the direct system. With indirect heating the air 
which is in the room is not heated but is displaced by 
the introduction of other air which has previously 
been heated to a temperature above that needed in 
the room, so as to allow for the cooling produced by 
contact with walls and windows. This air, whether 
admitted at the floor, side or ceiling, finds its way to 
the upper portion of the room. As it becomes cooler 
by contact with walls and windows it becomes heavier 
and sinks towards the floor, becoming more impure as 
it gets colder, so that the coldest air is the foulest, 
and the coldest and foulest air is found at the floor 
and the warmest and purest at the ceiling. In a room 
Where indirect heating is used the inlet for the fresh 
air should preferably be at or near the ceiling and the 
outlet for the foul air must be at the floor. Ina room 
heated by the indirect system the upper portion of 
the room should be made and kept as near airtight 
as possible, and outlets for foul air be as near the 
floor as possible, preferably in the floor. In a room 
heated by the introduction of fresh warmed air, and 
ventilated by the withdrawal of the cold foul air by 
outlets at or near the floor the opening of windows is 
not only not necessary in order to secure ventilation 
but positively interferes with the proper ventilation of 
the room. The pure cold air which comes in through 
the windows, being colder than the foul air near the 
floor, displaces it and goes out through the ventilating 
ducts, holding back the foul air which should go out 
through them. At the same time the pure warm air 
which is being forced in by the heating apparatus 
escapes through the upper portions of the windows. 
I cannot too strongly emphasize this point that in a 
house or room heated by the indirect system opening 
windows is not necessary in order to secure ventila- 
tion, and where outlets for the foul air are provided at 
the floor positively interferes with the proper ventila- 
tion of the room. ; 

The popular misconception on this point and the 
popular idea that windows must be opened in order 
to secure “pure air” arises from a lack of compre- 
hension of the radical difference in the two systems of 
heating, and that popular ideas are the growth of a 
period when the direct system was the only one in 
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general use. The two systems of heating, direct and 
indirect, are so radically different that any systém of 
ventilation which is correct with one system is neces- 
sarily incorrect with the other system. To -make this 
point more clear I close by recapitulating these differ- 
ences. With direct heating the air in the room is 
heated by contact with heated substances. With in- 
direct heating the air already in the room is not heated 
but is displaced by the introduction of other air which 
has previously been heated. ‘With direct heating the 
air grows warmer after it enters the room and that 
which has been longest in the room is the warmest. 
With indirect heating the air grows cooler after it 
enters the room and that which has been longest in 
the room is the coolest. With direct heating the cool- 
est air is the newest and the purest and the heaviest, 
and the warmest air is the oldest, the foulest and the 
lightest. With indirect heating the warmest air is 
newest, the purest and the lightest, and the coolest air 
is the oldest, the foulest and the heaviest. With direct 
heating the foulest air is in the upper portion of the 
room and the purest near the floor. With indirect 
heating the purest air is in the upper portion of the 
room and the foulest near the floor. And yet, with 
these radical differences, people insist on applying to 
one system of heating the methods of ventilation 


which have been learned under the other.

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_ THE WEIR FIRE POT. 





The fire pot used in Weir Furnaces, made by the 
Meyer Furnace Co. of Peoria, is an invention that was 


originated by the company and is controlled by them. 
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The fire pot is so constructed with channels that the 
air introduced and heated for the purpose of promot- 
ing combustion must pass around the entire fire pot a 
number of times before it is discharged, and then in a 
diffusive manner, over the entire fire. This causes the 
fire to burn from the top down and from the circum- 
ference to the center, economizing fuel and giving 
quick results. Having a continual circulation of air 
around the fire pot prolongs the life of it and super- 
heats the air before mixing with the volatile gases in 
the combustion drum. It being a well known fact that 
air must be heated to a high degree to properly con- 
sume hot gases and carbons. The fire pot is built on 
perpendicular lines and corrugated, allowing of a grate 
surface exceptionally large in proportion to the bed of 
fuel. There is therefore less liability of fuel packing, 
a freedom from the forming of clinkers and much less 
liability of the burning out of grates. The fire pot is 
made sectional, any part being easily replaced through 
the feed door, and does not require taking down of 
the whole furnace and casing to repair it as is the case 
with many other furnaces. 

In ordinary practice the Weir fire pot is furnished in 
cast iron, but in event of the nature of fuel used re- 
quiring it is also furnished in fire clay.

No. 24. 

To Draw Pattern for Any Regular Tapering or Flaring Article 

The method here described will apply in drafting 
patterns for any of the round flaring and tapered arti- 
cles made in a tin shop, whether basins, pans, coffee 
pots or “Sibley stoves.” Provided the bottom and top 
are parallel, and the sides a regular taper. 

Draw an elevation of the article, full size, as A, B, 
C, D, of Fig. 1, and extend the side lines until they

meet, as at E. Then with E as center, and ED as 
radius, describe an are cutting D and C, and if the 
pattern is to be in one piece, continue indefinitely to 
F. And with the same center, and radius E to A, 
strike an arc through A and B and extending in- 
definitely to G. 

Next draw a circle the size the large end of the 
finished article is to be, as Fig. 2, and divide it into 
quarters, as shown. (Or if more convenient, draw 
only a quarter circle.) Space the quarter circle into 
4, 5, or 6 spaces, or any convenient number, (here 5) 
as D to X, Fig. 2, and step these onto the line D F, 
as shown from D to X in Fig. 1. Then span dividers 
from D to X and step off three more times, 2, 3, F, 
thus locating the point F, and making the arc DF 
almost equal in length to the circumference in Fig. 2. 

Draw an arc outside of, and parallel to DCF, as 
an allowance for burr or wire, according to whether 
the large end is to be the top or bottom of the finished 
job, And another arc inside of, and parallel to A BG. 
Also, allow edges for lock or lap, parallel to A D, and 
G F, as shown by dotted lines in Fig. 1. 

If it is desired to make the pattern in two pieces, use 
only twice the distance D X as shown at 2 in Fig, 1. 
And if it is to be in three pieces get one-third the 
circle, Fig. 2, by stepping twice the radius, as O to P, 
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and divide this into a number of equal spaces (here 7), 
which step on arc D F of Fig. 1, from D to Y.

It is a mistake sometimes made by tinners, to step 
6 times the radius of the required circle, on DF, to 
locate F, as this will make the pattern too short. While 
6 times the radius just measures around inside its own 
circumference, yet it will not measure the same length 
of line when applied to the arc of a circle of a differ- 
ent size. This is illustrated in Fig. 3, where the circle 
shown is the same size as that in Fig. 2, and the radius 


Fige 3e 
is shown stepped around it in six steps. Also, D F is 
made the same as DF in Fig. 1, and the six steps 
shown only reaching to f, showing how much too 
short the pattern would be if measured in this manner. 

Even the method I have described is a little short 
of the true length but will be found near enough for 
most cases. If greater accuracy is desired I would 
recommend cutting a narrow strip of light sheet metal 
just the required length, and bending it to the proper 
curve, measure from D to locate F.

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A BOX GUTTER SUGGESTION. 





The following communication from an old sub- 
scriber offers a practical suggestion relating to box 
gutter practice which has been inspired by a very 
excellent illustrated article upon this topic that ap- 
peared in a recent issue of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN’S 
sheet metal work contribution, by Mr. H. E. Osborne 
of Salt Lake City, Utah. The communication re- 


ferred to is as follows: 
To The AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I have been a reader of THe AMERICAN ARTISAN for a 
good many years and have often thought I would contribute 
something that might perhaps be of interest. 

Having served more than thirty years at the tinner’s 
trade, and this being my first article, I hope you will consider 
it a suggestion rather than criticism. Mr. Osborne’s method 
of covering a deck or lining a box gutter with sheet metal 
makes a very nice and neat job, and I used the same as long 
ago as 1884, but my experience taught me that by snipping 
quite freely the corners of the edge to be beaded and then 
turning it twice around in the gutter beader that I would have 
something that the painter could place his ladder against with 
ordinary care and not leave an impression. I will also men- 
tion that rather than driving a nail through the bead into the 
crown mould I would take a small piece of tin or whatever 
metal I was using, about one-half by three-quarters of an 
inch, and drive a nail through this near the end and into the 
roof covering close to the crown mould, then turn the piece 
over the nail head, setting it down with a hammer, and solder 
well. In connection with this let me say that the contractor 
or builder should so construct the work that the surface be- 
tween the gutter and crown mould should pitch toward the 
gutter, thus avoiding the dripping of water on the steps or 
around the house.

ALUMINIUM. 


The aluminium industry is at present showing an 
unprecedented activity; works are being extended in 
the United States, England, Canada and elsewhere, 
and new works are being erected. In Norway two or 
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three waterfalls are being exploited for the manufac- 
ture of aluminium, and the large Neuhausen Com- 
pany, in Switzerland, in addition to its old establish- 
ments, is building two new works in Canton de Valais, 
where two waterfalls of 20,000 and 18,000 horsepower 
respectively are being exploited for the purpose. In 
Italy aluminium works are approaching completion 
at Papoli and Bossi, and new concerns are being 
formed in Belgium and France. In the latter country 
the companies Froges and Pechinez are constructing 
aluminium works at a couple of good-sized waterfalls, 
which will increase their output with sotne 4,000 tons 
a year. La Société d’Electrochimie and La Sociéte 
des Forces Motrices de l’Arve are going to apply re- 
spectively 4,000 horsepower and 12,000 horsepower 
for the same purpose.

“GALVANIZING” WITH ZINC = ALUMINIUM 
ALLOY. 


In order to get a “galvanizing” bath that shall be 
quite liquid and yield a brighter surface than is attain- 
able by the use of zinc alone, Guhrs uses an alloy com- 
posed of about one-half of one per cent of aluminum, 
and one-fifth per cent of bismuth with the zinc. In 
order to get this alloy in proper state of diffusion it is 
necessary to melt the aluminum at the same time with 
the zinc; the bismuth can be melted in at the same 
time if desired. It is claimed that simultaneous melt- 
ing of zinc and the aluminum prevents the formation 
of oxide and hard dross. In order to effect this desir- 
able simultaneous melting of these two metals, it is 
best to prepare beforehand an alloy of zinc and alumin- 
um, or of these with bismuth in stronger proportions 
of aluminum than is desired in the bath—for instance 
20 parts of aluminum and the same of zinc, with 5 of 
bismuth, well stirred while melting. This “mix” is to 
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be melted with the rest of the zinc, in such proportion 
as will give to the resulting melted mass the requisite 
proportions for the bath. <A higher percentage of 
aluminum can be used than one-half (one two-hun- 
dredths of the entire weight), but it effects no im- 
provement above that brought about by the use of the 
smaller quantity. The bismuth may be used in even 
smaller quantities than the above-quoted one-fifth of

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

Hardware matters are, as relate to the jobbing 
trade, in the usual “end of the year” condition. The 
market for the year has been supplied and the sum- 
maries are now in order. The year’s. business, not- 
withstanding the money disturbance during the past 
few weeks, will certainly be found to have been of 
satisfactorv volume and when the balances are taken 
it is quite safe to say that whatever disappointments 
are found will be quite agreeable ones. For the pres- 
ent a state of quiet prevails, holiday vacations are in 
order and plans for great enlargements of business 
are being discussed, for everything looks most promis- 
ing. To the contrary, just now the retail hardware 
dealers everywhere are immersed in active business 
for the holiday trade is wonderfully brisk and sales 
of gifts is far heavier than usual. Conservatism and 
timidity are forgotten and efforts to buy in a hurry are 
beyond understanding. Prices remain firm in all lines. 
Wire products are quoted at: Wire nails, $2.23 ; painted 
barb wire, $2.38; galvanized barb wire, $2.68; smooth 
annealed wire, $2.08; smooth galvanized wire, $2.38: 
polished staples, $2.23; galvanized staples, $2.63. Car- 
load lots to retailers, 5 cents higher; less than car- 
load lots, 15 cents higher. 


TIN PLATE. 

The tin plate market is steady and dull, and business 
in progress is not of large proportions, and is much 
smaller than is usual for this season of the year. Pres- 
ent quotations are $3.90 f. o. b. Pittsburg, with $3.85 
still quoted by the independent mills. Prices f. o. b. 
Swansea for tin plate is 12s 9d. Arrivals of tin plate 
for the week ending Dec. 7 were 4,380 boxes at New 
York, and 32f boxes at Philadelphia. Stocks of tin 
plate in Swansea on Nov. 28 were 187,277 boxes, 
against 105,295 at the same time a year ago.

COPPER. 

The copper market is dull and uninteresting. Busi- 
ness is confined to small lots, which went at a shade 
under 13c for delivery during December and January 
for electrolytic. There is a disposition on the part of 
both dealers and consumers to hold up on trading 
until after the turn of the year. The market presents 
a waiting appearance, and dealers say that this will 
continue until after Jan. 1. An encouraging feature 
of the present situation is the fact that some of the 
electrical companies are reporting an increase in the 
volume of orders, and have taken back some of the 
hands discharged a short time ago. This means a 
larger consumption of the metal, and, as most of the 


> 
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large companies are bare of stocks, it is thought that 
they are merely waiting to close up the present year 
before they make purchases. Prices on the Metal 
Exchange are unchanged at 13 to 13%c for lake, 1234 
to 13c for electrolytic and 12% to 13c for casting cop- 
per. The market is weak. 

The London market has again showed the effects 
of the heavy accumulations. Not only are the Amer- 
ican stocks heavier than can be carried, but the fort- 
nightly statistics published Tuesday showed an in- 
crease of 1,750 tons in the stocks and 250 tons in the 
amount afloat. The result was a break of £1 in best 
selected, to £62, while in the warrant market, spot 
eased off 15s, while futures sagged a like amount. 

Exports from New York and Baltimore were 2,145 
tons, or a total since Dec. 1 of 22,448 tons. Arrivals 
at New York were about 75 tons from Peru. A com- 
parative statement of foreign copper consumption in 
Germany shows a total of 96,395 tons for the first 10 
months of the year, as compared with 101,715 tons 
during the same period a year ago, and 82,215 tons 
in 1905.

Prices are maintained at 
1.76 to 1.81c tidewater. In Pittsburg there is a good 
business in small lots for prompt shipment, and prices 
ire firm at 1.60 to 1.65¢c. 


COKE. 

There has been an easier tone to the coke market 
recently. With the prospect of decreased iron pro- 
duction next year and the shutting down of the blast 
furnaces in nearly all sections of the country, con- 
tracting has been greatly curtailed. The ovens are 
being shut down iri many cases, and other production 
is being restricted to five days a week. Prices are 
about on the basis of $2.75 to $2.90 for good grades 
of 72-hour Connellsville foundry for spot shipment, 
but contract coal is from 25c to 50c higher, while 
furnace is about on the basis of $1.75 to $1.80 for 
prompt shipment, and about $1.90 to $2.25 for con- 
tract coke. 


PIG IRON. 

A much better feeling prevails in the pig iron mar- 
ket although buying is still at an exceedingly low ebb. 
But a revival of confidence is apparent and the amount 
and quality of inquiry has stimulated iron masters, as 
its indicating sign is one of great promise. Among 
average and small melters who have recently quite 
generally met in trade associations there has been no 
expressions of belief in any serious drooping in prices 
of pig. iron and practically without exception their 
current prices have been agreed upon rigidly for the 
coming year. Business in iron is not expected at this 
time of the year as a rule and the signs say that the 
opening of 1908 will witness a sharp revival of pig 
iron activities.

part of the year. The largest maker of machine tools in this 
vicinity has just booked—surprising as it may seem—a large 
order from an eastern railroad, and this business, together 
with orders already on hand, will keep them going for some 
time to come. All the melters of iron we saw stated that 
they had been surprised by the new business that was offer 
ing and which they had not expected 


Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: Inquiries and sales show little change over a week 
ago. There is some interest on the part of buyers as to what 
can be done for spot and future delivery, but in the majority 
of cases these inquiries have not resulted in the expected 
sales and actual business has suffered in consequence. 

In the local territory consumers are running with greatly 
curtailed operation and a large tonnage of iron originally 
bought for delivery prior to January Ist will, on account of 
this slowing down, bé carried over into next year and in 
many instances will run these plants for some time after Janu 
ary Ist. Generally speaking, conditions seem to be slightly 


improved over a week ago and this evidence is more mani
